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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Fire Department has experienced many changes 
and much progress in the past year. The most important 
change was the increase in active membership which went 
from approximately five (5) active members to over twenty 
(20) active members today. Coupled with this tremendous 
increase in interest and membership, were regular scheduled 
meetings and training drills every two weeks, to say noth- 
ing of the numerous nights and weekends of work parties, 
by the members and other interested tradesmen around 
town, on the fire station addition. The addition of ‘“Plectron’’ 
radio receiver units for key personnel within the Department 
also added greatly to the effectiveness and interest in the 
Department. Hopefully we will be able to obtain additional 
radio units for all members plus another transmitter/re- 
ceiver unit for Tanker No. 1 to supplement the one master 
unit we now have in Engine No. 1. These radio facilities are 
most important today, especially in view of our recent in- 
volvement in the Ossipee Valley Mutual Aid Association, 
which links together the towns of Madison, Freedom, Ef- 
fingham, Center Ossipee, Ossipee Corner, West Ossipee and 
Tamworth into one tremendous firefighting capability when 
needed. We only need to look at the great tragedy prevented 
at the New England Lumber Company in town last sum- 
mer, to realize the value of such an association. 


The Department would like to take this opportunity 
to thank each and every person involved in the construction 
of the new addition to the fire station, and especially to 
such local contractors as Jesse Shackford, Jr. & Sons, Fern 
Construction, Samuel F. Lyman & Son, Warren’s Electric, 
Leland Drew, Gordon Cormack, and J. Roland Lyman who 
gave so freely of their time and equipment to see this pro- 
ject through. 


The Department also wishes to ackknowledge the fact 
that there may be some townspeople in disagreement about 
the construction of the addition to the existing fire station, 
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rather than erecting the separate station at Silver Lake as 
discussed and voted on last town meeting. To that it must 
be stated, that it was the opinion of the officers of the De- 
partment, and also a majority vote of the entire Department 
membership, after taking all aspects into consideration, 
that it was in the best interest of the Town to add to the 
present facilities rather than to set up an entirely separate 
facility. 


The Department would like to take this opportunity to 
thank Mr. John Sherwood, Sr. for his willingness to let us 
set up a pumping site in his field by Forrest Brook which 
helps greatly in filling the tank trucks for drills ang actual 
fires. 


The Department wishes to thank everyone for their 
fine support during the year, and also welcome any sug- 
gestions and/or criticism at any time for the betterment of 
the Department. The Department looks forward to more 
and better training in the year ahead, in order to provide 
the Town of Madison with the best fire protection possible. 
In view of the ever increasing property valuation within 
the town, better protection is certainly warranted.

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REPORT OF THE MADISON CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION FOR 1971 AND 1972 


The Conservation Commission held its organization 
meeting on March 23, 1971. It has met each month since 
that time, either as a whole or in subcommittee. Its mail- 
ing address is: Box 105, Madison, N. H. 03849. 


In April, 1972, Hurricane Point and adjoining land, 
about seven acres in all, was given to the Town subject 
to the Conservation Commission, by Frank E. Kennett and 
A. Crosby Kennett. This beautiful nature preserve sets a 
standard to guide the conservation program of the Town. 


An inventory of wetlands within the Town is in 
progress. The North Country Resource Conservation and 
Development Project is to furnish a map and supporting 
data early in 1973. These should help the Town to frame 
a conservation policy for bogs, swamps, flood plains and 
poorly drained areas so as to maintain groundwater sup- 
ply, curb pollution, protect wild life, and encourage inex- 
pensive and safe community use of wetland areas. 


A Steering Committee was appointed by the Conser- 
vation Commission in November, 1971, to cooperate with 
tax-payers working to secure Big Island for the Town as 
a nature preserve. The members of the Steering Commit- 
tee are: Henry Forrest, chairman, Roland Lyman and Don- 
ald Hayes. This committee has laid a good foundation for 
the Town’s application of January 4, 1973 to the Depart- 
ment of Resources and Economic Development for match- 
ing money to complete the purchase of Big Island. 


_ The Conservation Commission, in cooperation with the 
Madison Historical Society, has studied the town roads in 
the light of R.S.A. 253:17 and R.S.A. 253:18. The result 
of this study is included in the Town Warrant for 1973. 


Two mid-summer open meetings have been held. The 
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August, 1971, meeting invited conservation suggestions. 
The August, 1972, was addressed by Robert Newton. His 
talk included reference to the need for careful regulation 
of gravel mining within the Town. 


In 1972 the Conservation Commission has cooperated 
with the Planning Board in connection with an area of 
poorly drained land affected by a proposed large real 
estate development.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 
School Year 1971-1972 


The regular school health program was carried on 
with physicals for grades one and four at the Hospital; 
also the routine hearing and vision screening for all grades 
with notices to parents of any defects found. 


During September tuberculin tests were given to fac- 
ulty, bus drivers, custodians, and Grade 1. 


Health educational films were shown throughout the 
school year and were well received by pupils and adults. 


The dental health program was stressed especially 
during national dental health week and the pupils’ art 
work on the fine posters is commendable. Each third grader 
received toothpaste and a tooth brush along with a letter 
to take home. 


Good nutrition was presented along with the dental 
health program as well as special films during the year. 


Early in 1972 a letter went home regarding immun- 
ization requirements prior to school entrance in September 
1972. Forms for the child’s family physician to sign were 
sent to parents of incoming first graders. This was a new 
procedure for new incoming pupils but with the splendid 
cooperation from parents and their family physicians it 
worked out well. It is good to know that the child in our 
school has this protection. 


At this time I would like to thank each one who 
helped to make these health programs possible. 


Two pupils attended the orthopedic clinic sponsored 
by the State Department of Health Cripple Children Ser- 
vices at the Memorial Hospital on November 10, 1971 and 
two attended the clinic held April 27, 1972.
